1 . On 9 October 2003, Applicant submitted an Amendment After Final. In this amendment, 
Applicant has cancelled all claims and has submitted new claims. Since Applicant did not 
explain how these claims differ from the rejected claims, Examiner had compared newly 
submitted claim 1 1 9 with claim 6 1 . The claims differ in scope because claim 1 1 9 requires a user 
input device comprising a virtual object. This would require further consideration. Therefore, 
the amendment has not been entered. 

2. Applicant appears to be arguing for the patentability of the amended claims. Since the 
claims have not been entered, the arguments are moot.
